Prisoner in Ludlow Street Jail. 


An Interesting Legal Romance Re- 
vived by the Probabilities of a New 
Trial—MacDonald's Cotton Specula- 
tion and the Subsequent Legal En- 
tanglements—The Sturdy Scotchman 
Imprisoned for Refusing to Pay an 
Unjust Claim.

New Yor, October 14.—James H. Laird, James 
C. MeEachen and ex-Judge Arnold, counsel for 
Augustine R. MacDonald,served notice last Saturday 
on Dougiass Campbell, counsel for Hovey & Dole, 
of Washington, ot their intention to move to re- 
open the MacDonaid case and give their client the 
benefit of atrial, The matter will come up before 
Judge O'Gorman next Monday ih the Superior 
Court special session. The oldest prisoner in point 
of residence in Ludlow Street Jail is this man 
Augustine R. MacDonald, the old Scotchman, as ne is 
familiarly called.

Mr. MacDonaid is a 
son of Capt. John MacDonald. of Glen Aladale, who, 
with over two hundred of his teuants and 
followers left his native Scotland in 1772, 
to escape a religious secution, aud settled in 
Prince Edward and.

A Rumored Consolidation—Insur-

It is gaid that an agreement has been made, or 
will be made, withina few days between the ele- 
vator companies to bandie grain in transit.

was so large that he showed the report to Mr. Bell, 
and then turned it over to Gen. Turner, who re- 
ported it to the Board of Public Improvements, 
through which body it became pudtic. 

In an interview in yesterday's paper Mr. E. H. 
Bartling, one of the Commissioners, said thot Hugh 
D. Rankin appeared before the Beard, and stated 
that fifteen months ago he sold part of this property 
at $144 a foot, and tàat other witnesses swore that 
property on that strip was worth $100 a foot, and 
would be damaged by the eutting off of 15 feet 40 
to do per cent. Here are the facts: The condemned 
property lies on either side of Grand avenue, along 
the space traversed by the new bridge’ It is inthe 
bottom, and facesa hil. The opening of à road- 
way, such as is proposed, 15 feet wide, 
would be a big improvement, and the owners must 
eventually dedicate fifteen feet front on each side 
in order toenhauce the value of the land and to 
give traffic room to pass before them, The entire 
prvperty condemned is owned by the Ranken 
tamily. Investigation of the books in the office of 
the Board of Pub:ic Improvements reveals that the 
$144 valuation placed upon the land is ridiculously 
vigh. For instance: Ou the 3lst of October, 1883, 
Virginia J. Fall sold to James Lynch 4 feet of land 
on the corner of Manchester road and Gr ave- 
nue, exactly opposite a lot 15 feet of which was 
reporied by the Commissioners to be worth $2,853 
for 900 feet, or $85afoot. On the 15th of February, 
1884, Thomas Jones et al. sold to Kate Bambrics 
a lot on Alapchbester Road, rising ground, about 100 
feet distant from this highly appraised pruperty, 50 
feet trout by 145 feet deep at 250, or $25 a foot, 
This lot is ia every way better (than the lots ap- 
praised at $144 a foot by the Commissioners. Two 
dots on Manchester Road, 50 feet front by 140 feet 
deep to a 20-foot alley were sold for $20 a {foot in 
1879. They are not of much greater vaiue now and 
are in every sense better property than that afew 
feet distant faciag on Grand avenue. Itis thus 
seen that the Commissioners must have either put 
great faithin the representatives of the Ranken 
family or growu weary of their talk Very early in 
the game. As two of the commissioners are 
real estate agents, it would be rather 
too chariable to say of them that 
they were compelled to take te word of the owa- 
ers as to the yaiue of the ground. 

“The opening of a road in front of that proper- 
ty.“ said Coionel Flad this morning, would be 
worth money to the owners, instead of dumagi 
the property it would improve it. The awards 
the Couimissioners are outrageous—tuat's all that 
can be said about it.” 

The plea that the Commissioners have not signed 
the report will hardly go now. The report was 
drawn up under their direction, aod their signa- 
tures naturally would have been attached thereto.
